FUR TAXES SHARPLY BOOSTED 
UNDER NEW ALBERTA GAME ACT 


Edmonton, April 2.—Higher taxes 
on furs will be provided when regu- 
lations under the new Game Act are 
drafted, according to statements by 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of ag- 
riculture, when the bill was dis- 
cussed in committee of-the whole on 
Friday evening. 

While no changes would be made 
in some cases, the minister said 
that the scale of . taxation for the 
most part would be revised upward. 
Speaking of the increased ‘taxes, the 
minister said . that on wolverine the 
average price of which was $18, the 
tax would be raised from 50 cents to 
| $2. It was proposed to increase the 
| tax on lynx sold on the average. for 
1$25, from a charge of 25 cents to 
| $2.25. A tax of $3 would be imposed 
upon fisher, as compared with $1.50 
now. 

The average price for fisher was 
$50. No changes would be made 
jin the taxes imposed on marten 
and timber wolf now standing at $1 
and 25 cents respectively.

HALF BILLION BUS. CROP 
IN U.S. PREDICTED 


Chicago, April 2.—Ugly crop re- 

ports from big sections of Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Colorado and the 
Texas Panhandle are acting now as 
the wheat market backbone. 
_ Leading specialists say it will take 
two or three weeks yet if growing 
weather to determine the actual con- 
dition of domestic winter wheat. 
With an average abandonment of 
acreage, however, and with an aver- 
age yield an acre, the outlook fs for 
a harvest of about 500,000,000 bush- 
els of winter wheat in this country, 
nearly 300,000,000 bushels less than 
last season. 

Moisture through the North 
American spring wheat belt is the} 
best in several years, and’even in 
the dry sections of the Canadian 
northwest it is suficient to insure 
a good beginning for the new crop. 
In Canada, though, there will ap- 
parently have to be seasonal rains, 
especially during June, if the yield 
is to come anywhere near being 
normal.

Edmonton, April 2.—This week has 
been more or less calm as compared 
with the hectic session of last week. 
But there has been plenty of the un- 
usual, notwithstanding. , 

Although it has been another stren- 
uous fighting week for the Liberals, 
both the Conservatives and the Inde: 
pendents have levelled their guns at 
the treasury benches, and it is whis- 
pered in parliamentayy circles that 
there jis a decided rift in the lute 
among the government back benches. 

W. R. Howson, Liberal, Edmonton, 
dropped a bombshell in the house 
when the supply bill came up for sec- 
ond reading. The Provincial Treas- 
urer had just moved the second read- 
ing of the bill, usually quite a formal 
proceeding, and there had been cries 
of “agreed” when Mr.: Howson rose. 
Upon a thunderstruck house he pour- 
ed forth a volley of words the portent 
of which was that the entire esti- 
mates, which had been passed on Sat- 
urday, notwithstanding the fact that 
the Liberals had opposed every total, 
be referred back to the committee of 
supply. The object of Mr. Howson’s 
motion was for the purpose of having 
them reduced to a _ point where it 
would render it unnecessary for any 
cut to be made in mother’s allow- 
ances. 

The amendment was ruled out of 
order after the Premier had taken ob- 
jection to it. When the motion for 
second reading of the bill was put 
the Liberals demanded qg_ division. 
The vote was taken and the motion 
earried by 37 to 17 The Liberals and 
the Conservatives voted 
against the government. Labor stood) 
by the administration. None of the 
Independents were in the house. 


Incidentally, in moving this 
amendment, Mr. Howson established 
three precedents. First, in moving 
the amendment at all; second, in 
asking that the estimates be referred 
back to a committee which had al- 
ready been dissolved, and third, in 
moving his motion in the longest 
sentence ever recorded in the house, 
namely, 22 lines and some 220 words. 


Last Saturday the estimates were 
finally disposed of, but not before a 
number of breezy passages had oc- 
curred between George H. Webster, 
Liberal leader, and members of the 
treasury benches. At one stage Mr. 
Webster declared: “I wish the pro- 
vincial treasurer Avould ‘be courteous 
enough to give me his attention 
when J am asking aq question.” 


Mr. Webster declared that for years 
the government had been increasing 
the public debt without giving the 
public adequate information. The men 
who were responsible were the ones 
that shouted “agreed” when these 
votes came under discussion. 

Still another battle royal was stag- 
ed when Labor joined hands’ with 
the Liberal forces in attacking the 
eight per cent interest charge of the 
banks in respect of binder twine 
loans which had been guaranteed by 
the :government. 

J. J. Bowlen, Liberal, Calgary, 
thought the banks were taking advan- 
tage of the present situation. They 
were coming more and more to lean 
on the government. C. L. Gibbs, 
Labor, Edmonton, said: “Surely the 
banks have not the nerve to charge 
such an exorbitant rate of interest on 
government guaranteed loans.” The 
Premier defended the attitude of the 
government, but Mr. Gibbs still con- 
tended it was an outrageous interest 
for the banks to charge. 

Mr. Brownlee declared it would be 
a matter of adjustment with the 
banks. The government had no in- 
tention of paying eight per cent. 

This brought Mr. Howson to his 
feet. He declared it was absurd for 
the Premier to say that no public an- 
nouncement had been made of the 
guarantees. He said the minister of 
education had written to all the 
banks, telling them the government 
was prepared to guarantee these 
loans. Advertisements had appear- 
ed throughout the province, he de- 
clared, telling the farmers about

them, ‘and incidentally eulogizing me 
premier. 

Mr. Howson thought it was mons- 
trous the banks should be allowed by 
the government to charge eight per 
cent on perfectly safe security. He 
claimed that the government had not 
looked after the interests of the 
farmers in this interest. 

During the same debate, F. R. 
Falconer, Liberal, Athabaska, stress- 
ed the importance of carrying on ur- 
gently needed work in rural districts. 
Many farmers, he said, would not ap- 
ply .or district relief until they were 
actually — starving, whereas’ they 
would apply if they were given the 
opportunity of earning some money. 


A heavy attack was made on the 
present savings certificate policy of 
the government by F. C. Moyer, In- 
dependent, Drumheller, D. M. Duggan, 
(Conservative, Edmonton, and W. R. 
Howson Liberal, Edmonton. 


So strenuous became the remarks 
of the latter that they brought Hon. 
R. G. Reid to his feet with the re- 
quest that Mr. Howson bring his re- 
marks to the point of view, which he 
wished to put before the house, “Or 
are we to take that speakers wish 
the impression to go forth that the 
province jis insolvent and = cannot 
pay?’ he demanded. 


Cries of “oh, oh” and “no, no,” 
came from the opposition benches. 

The minister declared that every 
word that had been spoken by the 
opposition was designed to give just 
that impression. 

Mr. Moyer and Mr. 


Duggan had 


solidly} both contended that there ought to 


be a limitation put on the amount the 
government could borrow by means 
of these savings certificates. Mr. 
Moyer went a step further by declar- 
ing that the administration had been 
carrying on a “savings bank” illeg- 
ally for years. 

Mr. Howson’s point of attack was 
that the government had borrowed 
$9,000,000 by this plan, invested some 
$5,500,000 in securities and the re- 
mainder in “frozen assets,” so that 
the province was in the position of 
having to borrow money from the 
banks before it could repay these 
certificates which were payable on 
demand. , 

The income tax schedule provided 
bone of contention during the week, 


Liberal,” Laborites, , Gonservatives and. 


Independents, all attacking the.$750 
exemption as being far too low. But 
Mr. Howson's attack on the retroact- 
ive nature of the measure brought out 
the most spirited discussion. He 
moved to strike out part of the bill 
which made the tax payable on last 
year’s income. This was defeated by 
a vote of 35 to 17, Labor supporting 
the government, with Liberals, Con- 
servatives and Innependents solidly 
opposed. 

Mr. Howson met no success’ with 
his attempt to have the filing fee of 
$3 graduated from 50 cents upwards. 

The bill to validate the settlement 
of the liability of the province in re- 
spect to the wheat pool guarantees 
and to validate the securities issued 
by the province in connection there- 
with brought another breeze. It came 
after the premier had announced the 
position of affairs and the Conserv- 
ative leader had stated it was appar- 
ently the best settlement they could 
have hoped to obtain in view of all 
the circumstances. 

Mr. Howson would not have this. 
He said the Conservative leader was 
looking at it from the point of view 
of the banks. He preferred to look 
at it from the point of view of the 
people. He strongly attacked the is- 
suing of bonds payable in American 
funds with the present high rate of 
exchange. It was a Canadian debt, 


he said owed by Canadians and pay-’ 


able to Canadian banks. He _ could 
not see why the banks could not ac- 
cept payment in Canadian currency 
at 100 cents on the dollar. He con- 
sidered the government ought not to 
be congratulated on the settlement 
but should be censured in no uncer- 
tain terms. Mr. Brownlee declared

bonus. But Gordon Forster, U.F.A., 
Hand Hills, moved an “amendment 
asking for a bonus of $1 an acre for 
those farmers hailed or dried out 
last season. 

This was’ carried by 35 to 22, the 
house dividing on non-party lines. 

During the week Hugh Allen, U. F. 
A. Grande Prairie succeeded in get- 
ting unanimous endorsement to his 
resolution urging investigation of the 
possibility of interesting .the Domin- 
ion Government in setting up a fund 
to lend money to settlers on the ‘se- 
curity of their land instead of issu- 
ing direct relief. 

The house has also discussed the 
possibiity of setting up. a department 
of mires and of industries.. The re- 
solution was moved by F. .C. Moyer, 
Independent, Drumheller,;.and after 
receiving support from all sides’ of 
the house, the debate was adjourned 


by the Premier in order that the pos- 


sibility of including an industries de- 
partment in one of the other admin- 
istrative departments might be fully 
canvassed. 

Taken by and large the house has 
covered a lot of jround in the last 
few days although the government 
has been continually on the defensive. 
Mr. Webster and Mr. Howson have 
been in full fighting trim, while H. J. 
Montgomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, 
has been conducting a sort of guer- 
illa warfare with quick fire ques- 
tions. Much of the biting criticism

réceived endorsement from the Con- 
servative benches and from the In- 
dependent ‘benches, and here and 
there the Laborites, too have taken 
a tilt with members of the cabinet.

FORAGE CROPS 
AND WEED CONTROL 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The most economical method of 
handling the weed problem is to fol- 
low a system of farming which in- 
cludes forage crops’ which will “coh- 
trol weeds. Most of the different 
hay and fodder crops are effective in 
this respect. 

Nearly all hay crops are either 
biennial or perennials, in that the 
roots of the plants live over winter 
and for one or more years in the 
soil. There are very few weeds 
which can compete with such plants 
wher they become established and 
completely cover the ground. Furth- 
er than this all hay crops, whether 
grasses or legumes, are harvested too 
early to allow weeds which develop 
along with the crop to ripen seeds. 
A good meadow left in sod for a few 
years would completely eradicate 
most of our annual weeds were _ it 
not for the fact that some of them 
such as mustard, stinkweed, etc., 
have seeds which will lie in the 
ground for years and still germinate 
when brought to the surface. A good 
sod will control but will not eradicate 
such weeds.

Oat green feed has proven one of 
the best and most effective cleaning 
crops used at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe. Before 
seeding the oats for green feed about 
June 15, the land is given several cul- 
tivations, and usually one ploughing. 
This gives even the worst perennial 
weeds a serious setback and destroys 
several crops of annual weeds. When 
such treatment is given the land as a 
preparation for an oat green feed 
crop, the oats are seeded under ideal 
conditions and germinate quickly and 
constitute one of the best smother 
crops used at the Experimental Sta- 
tion. Since oats for green feed are 
harvested before they are fully rip- 
ened, this ensures that any weeds 


which develop along with the crop

will not mature seen. 

Annual pasture crops when sown 
on partially summer-fallowed land 
are also very effective in controlling 
weeds. A mixture of two bushels of 
oats and one bushel of winter rye 
will give an abundance of luscious 
pasture during the summer and fall 
and the rye will produce either pas- 
ture or hay, or grain the following 
year and will considerably reduce 
the weed infestation of the land.

MEASLES 
oanigatet. 
Measles is a disease which is 


highly communicable. In most cases, 
measles cause no obvious ill effects, 
and for that reason, it is apt to be 
regarded as being of no real import- 
ance, or as presenting no danger. 
Not a few cases of measles, however, 
are complicated by pneumonia and 
other infections with grave results 
leaning to death in such a number of 
cases that measles must be given 


-serious attention. 


During the first year of life, 
measles is particularly dangerous, 
the percentage of cases dying being 
many times in excess of the death 
rate in the older age groups. Parents 
should understand very definitely 
that, under five yéars of age, and 
more especially under two years, 
measles is a much more_ serious 
menace to the life of their child than 
it is after the fifth year. The prac- 
tical application of this knowledge 
should lead them to take additional 
precautions in order to protect their! 
young child, and, in the event of his 
contracting the disedse, to care for 
thé disease as a serious one.

still parents who, not knowing how 
dangerous measles is, allow their 
young children to be exposed with 
the idea that they must have measles 
some time and, consequently, that 
the sooner it is over, the better. They 
disregard entirely the much greater 
danger of méasles contracted in early 
life as compared with its occurrence 
in later years. 

It is possible to prevent or to ren- 
der less severe, by means of serum 
treatment, an attack of measles if it 
is known that the child has been ex- 
posed. Serum is the fluid part of the 
blood. The person who has recover- 
ed from measles has in his blood cer- 


‘| tain substances which he produced to 


overcome the disease. If some of 
this individual’s blood is taken and 
injected into the child who has been 
exposed to measles, the protection 
against the disease is transferred to 
the child. 

The best or strongest serum is that 
which is taken from patients who 
have recently recovered from meas- 
les, and it is called measles conval- 
escent serum. If such serum is not 
available then the blood of adults is 
used. Practically every adult has had 
measles, and so, in the blood of most 
adults, there will be some of . the 
substances which protect against 
measles. : 

The serum must be given within 
five days of exposure if measles is 
to be prevented. Given on the fifth 


or sixth day it will likely modify the 


attack. The protection given is only 
temporary and does not last for more 
than a few weeks. 

The great value of the serum treat- 
ment is to'very young children, dur- 
ing the years when, as we have point- 
ed out, measles is so frequently fatal. 
Also, the serum is used to advantage 
to protect the child who is not in 
good health and in whom an attack 
of measles would likely be most seri- 
ous.

These were 
actual prices paid for feeds but are 
somewhat higher than present mark- 
et prices. 

With hogs selling at 4 cents per 
pound and valuing feeds and supple- 
ments as above, the net returns over 
cost of feed but not including 
feeds fed to the pregnant sows would 
amount to $290.71, or $2.69 per hog.

COST OF PRODUCING PORK

(Experimental Farms Note) 
With a view to ascertaining the 
cost of producing pork, data were 
recorded and compiled at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
on 12 February and March farrowed 
litters entered in the Advanced Reg- 
istry Policy for Purebred Swine in 
1931. These litters, comprising 9 
purebred Yorkshires, 2 purebred 
Berkshires and one purebred Tam- 
worth, 108 pigs in all or an average 
of 9 pigs per litter, were fed to 
market weights during the spring 
and summer. The total cost of all 
feed from birth to finish including 
the cost of the feed fed to the brood 
sows during the suckling period 
was $547.05, and 20,944 pounds of 
pork’ was produced, which sold at an 
average price of 5 cents per pound, 
or for a total of $1,057.20. The net

WARREN ADVISES 


REDUCING COSTS 


Prof. G. IF. Warren, of Cornell 
University, * speaking to organized 
agriculture in Lincoln, Neb., said in 
part: “There are two ways of obtain- 
ing a satisfactory price, reduce _ pro- 
duction until prices rise, or reduce 
losts. Both ways are generally used 
in varying degrees. If q single pro- 
duct is out of line with the general 
level of prices reduced production is 
the major remedy. If the whole 
price structure falls, reducing costs 
to correspond with the reduced prices 
is the major remedy. 

“Since this is a collapse of the 
price structure not a business cycle, 
and not a question of over-produc- 
tion the adjustments to make are: 

“1, Find ways of producing farm 
products with less hours of labor. 

“2. Find ways of reducing costs of 
distribution. 

“3. Fer certain products increase 
the quality to meet the new demands 
for quality from workers who have a 
high buying power. 

“Iam sorry that I cannot tell you 
that prosperity is around the corner, 
but unless monetary changes are 
made that restore the collapsed pric- 
es, prosperity is not in sight. Such 
changes may occur but cannot be 
counted on.” 1
